eight of her crew. 


This official announcement sub- 


stantiated earlier indications that 
a mine placed off the Spanish gov- 
ernment-held port caused the blast.

eight men were killed aboard the 
destroyer Hunter yesterday when it 
was rocked by an explosion just off 
the government-held city of Al- 
meria 
on the southern Spanish 


coast. 


Despite the insistence of Spanish 


government sources at Valencia and 
Almeria that the blast was caused 
by an attack from "a German sub- 
marine." a floating mine laid dur- 
ing the months old Spanish civ 
war was understood to have bee 
definitely established as the caus 
of the disaster. 


The official announcement cam 


as the admiralty launched an in 
vesligation at Almeria to determin 
who laid the mine and fix respon 
sibility for what observers believei 
would be a stern protest.

which

bows in mid-afternoon were threi 
petty officers, four seamen and a 
stoker.

crew were injured, some of them 
seriously, announcement made af 
ter a thorough check of the ship'f 
roll, said.

Only three bodies had been re- 


covered when darkness last night 
forced rescue workers to halt their 
search aboard the vessel which was 
towed into Almeria harbor. 


As soon as daylight broke the 


search was resumed for the bodies 
of the several dead believed still 
trapped inside the twisted fore-part 
of the 1.500-ton warship which was 
commissioned for service only last 
September. 


The wounded were placed in hos- 


pitals in the port city, held by the 
Spanish government, and attended 
by doctors who had dashed with 
medical supplies 
aboard the de- 


stroyer Hardy from Gibraltar as 
soon as the first report of. the dis- 
aster reached the 
Mediterranean 
naval base. 


Navy Acts Quickly 


The British navy 
swung into 


quick action as the Hunter's radio 
reported her plight. While the crew 
of the Hardy was recalled from 
shore leave and placed on immedi- 
ate duty status for the mercy race. 
Hunter's sister destroyer. Hyperion, 
and 
the cruiser 
Arcthusa also 
beamed for the scene. 


The first radio calls brought the 


Spanish

Jaime Primcro and destroyer Laza- 
Ka. cruising in the vicinity, to the 
assistance of the Hunter which was 
taking water rapidly. 


Survivors of the complement of 


145 men were removed quickly, as 
the destroyer seemed to be sinking, 
but it was later found she was in 
no danger and was towed to Al- 
meria for the detailed examination 
today by British and Spanish naval 
authorities.

Inflation Fears Ease

Washington—It is almost inde-

ment in his absence, is, after all, 
next to no government at all. 


As a personal proposition, there 


is the utmost goodwill toward Mr. 
Roosevelt. Bitter as much of the op- 
position is hereabouts, the presi- 
dent's personality has by no means 
worn out its welcome, so to speak. 
What petulance and irritation there 
is in congress comes out of a stead- 
fast refusal to follow a leadership 
that blinks at the facts of American 
life—its enormous problems of re- 
lief, and its unprecedented debt that 
keep's "rising and rising. 


Mr. Roosevelt has always come 


back to Washington from his fishing 
trips refreshed in body and spirit. 
He usually exudes confidence and 
stimulates his supporters to pack up 
their troubles and smile. 


Nowadays, however, as the presi- 


dent may make a survey of what he 
has to do, the situation is vastly dif- 
ferent than it was in the first ad- 
ministraton. 
Today there are no 


longer scapegoats to attack with the 
same effectiveness as before. The 
election' gave a huge majority, and, 
at the same time, a huge responsi- 
bility. The president construed the 
election as a broad mandate of no 
incidental applause. He interpreted 
it as a command to brush aside ob- 
stacles, big and little, even if the 
process required packing the su- 
preme court of the United Spates. 


Opposition Gains 


But. gradually, the opposition to 


Mr. Roosevelt's point of view has 
been gaining ground, not because of 
the merit of its own strategy so 
much as because 
of the faulty 


strategy of the president himself. 
The supreme court, it develops, can- 
not create jobs or take the idle off 
the relief rolls. The supreme ccial 
can't balance the budget or bring in 
new taxes where oJd taxes fail to 
yield the needed revenues. The su- 
preme court can't increase produc- 


( tion and thereby increase employ- 


ment. All these things the oppo- 
nents of the court plan have per- | 
ceived and emphasized. 


What is really urgent on Mr. Roo- 


sevelt's agenda? He could well af- 
ford to wait till next session of con- 
gress to thresh out the proposed su- 
preme court reorganization, agree- 
ing at this time to pass certain re- 
forms pertaining to the lower courts. 
For there is no economic crisis wait- 
ing for solution through the pass- 
age of the supreme court bill. There 
will be just as many persons unem- 
ployed and just as big a public debt 
on the day or the month or the year 
after the supreme court has fifteen 
justices as when it had rine if the 
other .problems before the president 
for action are not soon solved. 


The biggest and most urgent prob- 


lem confronting the government of 
the United States today is the han- 
dling of relief. The administration 
has been floundering about, trying 
to work out a scheme whereby the 
states would take over more respon- 
sibility. It is not a simple task, by 
any means, and the country, irre- 
spective of party, would welcome 
a direct and decisive approach to 
the matter of relief administration 
and expense. 


Next to relief, the most urgent ! 


question is the balancing of the fed- 
eral budget. This includes, of course, 
the formulation of a comprehensive 
plan to raise taxes out of rates that 
will be more equitable and more

general hitherto has exercised. The 
other parts of the plan represent a 
constructive effort to put the gov- 
ernment on a more business-like 
basis. It is being said on «very side

The president has been losing 


ground largely due to his own mis-

preaches it. and conservatism, as 
his opponents proclaim it, may pro- 
vide battle in the months that pre- 
cede the next popular test at the 
polls—the congressional elections of 
1938 


Bay be More Flexible 


It would not be surprising if Mr. 


Roosevelt came back here in a more 
flexible mood. If he does, it will be 


because, as a political general, he 
knows how to avoid a defeat by 
raising a new issue or by changing 
the old issue to a new kind of con 
test. Should there be vacancies 
soon on the supreme court, it would 
alter the whole complexion of the 
court battle. 


My own impression is that Mr. 


Farley already has reported to Mr. 
Roosevelt that the voles can be got- 
ten but that it might prove a costly 
victory and that the Democratic 
party might be rent asunder. The 
postmaster general is frank with 
his chief and if Mr. Roosevelt, not- 
withstanding this, determines to 
throw the gauntlet and put on the 
pressure back home, the postmaster 
general will loyally go down the 
line and corral the necessary votes. 


Somehow, the air is filled with 


rumors that the long debate and 
filibuster over the court bill will 
never materialize and that the 
president's return marks the begin- 
ning of an effort to change the face 
of the controversy and move the 
battle for reform into other fields.

course, is a larger gross volume of 
transactions, and already the tax 
structure s so clumsy and top-heavy 
that it does not permit of the re- 
quired increase in national income.

sary. In the absence of a definite 
leadership by Mr. Roosevelt on this 
point, little will be accomplished. To 
slop spending is unpleasant, espe- 
cially when it may mean a diminu- 
tion of popularity. Persons who 
have been benefited by government 
dollars will to a large extent not 
listen to any explanations about the 
importance of a balanced budget— 
they will be irritated and take out 
their displeasure on Mr. Roosevelt's 
prestige. Men of 
Mr. Roosevelt's i 


temperament dislike to do the un- 
pleasant chores that produce un- 
friendliness here and there among 
the large vote-getting units of the 
nation. 


Has Become Fetish 


But economizing is no longer a 


matter of academic preachment. It 
has become a fetish 
of many offi- 


cials of importance inside the Roo- 
sevelt administration. Again, the 
court issue obscures the cleavages 
that are arising as a result of bad 
management of fiscal matters. 


Lastly, there is the question of 


reorganizing the executive branch 
of the government, with its numer- 
ous agencies. The president's plan 
is, in the main, an excellent ap- 
proach. The effort to tamper with 
the quasi-judicial agencies will not 
succeed and there also will be en- 
acted some kmd of check upon ex- 
penditures, such as the comptroller

Mahler Expresses 
Faith in Council 
System for Labor 


Kimberly Clark 
Official 


Urges Golden Kul*» 


In Business 


Kimbcrly—Faith in the ability of 


the mill council to deal fairly and 
effectively with any differences of 
opinion that might arise between 
employers and employes was ex- 
pressed by Ernst Mahler, vice pres- 
jdent of the Kimbcrly Clark cor- 
poration, at a banquet climaxing 
the Kimbcrly mill and community 
safety conference at tlfc Kimberly 
clubhouse last night 


Questioning laws along the lines 


of those designed to create good 
feeling between employer and em- 
ploye, Mr. Mahler said the situation 
has reached the point where an at- 
tempt is made to make common 
sense and common decency 
by 


legislation. 


"Business." he said, "is a 3-way 


partnership of capital, management 
and labor. The golden rule must be 
maintained. There must be give and 
take. There must be fair division of 
rights and rewards. We are never 
going to legislate that kind of a 
golden rule." 


Right Spirit Needed 


Recalling the failure of the pro- 


hibition law, he said no labor law, 
if the right spirit isn't behind it. 
will ever work just because it is on 
the books. 


"I have no fault with outside la- 


bor organizations," he said. "I real- 
ize their strength and weakness." 


"I think that our way of doing 


business here with our mill council 
is the one way, the American way. 
of doing business. I feel there will 
never be a law on the books that 
will prohibit the free interchange 
of information between decent em- 
ployers and 
decent employes. 
I 


don't think the day will come when 
we can't put our feet under a table 
and iron out differences of opinion." 


"Misunderstanding 
and 
misin- 


formation are the real reasons for 
labor difficulties." he said. "I have 
unlimited 
confidence that when 


there are differences of opinion 
then the machinery that is set up in 
our corporation can settle those dif- 
ferences in the right way. 


Recalls Beginning 


At the opening of his talk. Mr. 


Mahler recalled how the first at- 
tempts on the part of the manage- 
ment to get the safety movement 
going were called a lot of bologna 
because some persons believed the 
movement was designed principally 
to save the company money. 


It was interesting to see how, 


year after year, the spirit of safety 
took hold more and more, how it 
was realized that the safety move- 
ment was not for the employer but 
benefitted the nation over all, he 
stated. 


"Today." he said, "safety first is 


not something that we have to 
think about. 
It is second nature 


and belongs in the home, the plav- 
ground and the mill." 


The safety first movement is not 


the power that it is because of 
laws, but because people believe 
in it, he stated. 


"Mutual Respect" 


"The basis for any sound work- 


ing relationship is mutual respect," 
S. F. 
Shattuck, Kimberly Clark 


ocrporation vice president, told the 
conference. 


He said he knew that, by and 


large, the employes of Krmberly 
Clark have earned the respect of 
the management and that he want- 
ed to believe, and thought it to be 
true, 
that 
the management has 


«arned the respect of employes. If 
that is true, he said, it should be 
the basis for mutual congratula- 
tions. 


Safety. Mr. Shaituck said, is at 


the heart of industrial relations, the 
manufacturing program, and pub- 
lic relations. It is important, he 
said, that people live whole lives.

ties: that the right conditions be 
provided, a task of both manage- 
ment and employes, and that the

Kimbcrly—The safety movement 


is being promoted 
through a 3- 


point program. A. A. Soldncr of the 
Wisconsin 
Industrial 
commission 


told a group of 300 employes and 
officials of the Kimberly Clark cor- 
poration at the afternoon session of 
the second annual Kimberly mill 
and community safety conference 
Thursday at the clubhouse. Soldner 
said the program was being pushed 
through the installation of mechan- 
ical safeguards, elimination of haz- 
ards in the plant and by education 
of the workers in safely. 


He said the state of Wisconsin 


played an important part in safety, 
in that it passed the first workmen's 
compensation act and that the Na- 
tional Safety council had its or- 
igin in Milwaukee. He gave statis- 
tics showing the decrease in ma- 
chine accidents since the safety pro- 
gram was staifcd 
and pleaded for 


further reductions of the annual 
toil of human life. 


Soldner traced the safety move- 


ment from the first organization to 
the regional conferences and to the 
conference being held in Kimberly. 
He said the next regional confer- 
ence was being held on May 20 in 
Oshkosh. 
• 
Eliminate Hazards 


When mechanical safeguards were 


installed, the speaker said, it was 
believed they would eliminate all 
hazards. After a few years it was 
found that it was impossible to 
guard all dangerous spots in the 
plants and this started the elimina- 
tion of the hazards. The final part of 
the program, safety education, he 
said, was the most impoitant. He 
believed it should be started in the 
schools and continued into the mill. 


The speaker said it was more im- 


portant for the workers to become 
100 per cent safety conscious now 
because of increased business and 
the addition of more machines and 
more hazards. There are more men 
and machines and more exposures 
to danger in every plant, Soldrrer 
said. The addition o£ new men and 
recmployment and transfer of others 
calls for an education of the work- 
men, he believed. 


He pointed to the 
dangers of 


workmen not keeping their minds 
on their work due to fatigue, hang- 
overs, financial and domestic trou- 
bles. Soldner then cited instances 
where men had been killed due to 
the above reasons and said while it 
was impossible to keep" one's mind 
on the work all the time, a work- 
man should try his best to do so. 


Cut Machine Fatalities 


In 1936 machiue deaths in the 


state were cut to 16 per cent of the 
total fatalities, the 
speaker said. 


Previously the record had been 38 
per cent of the total, Soldner claim- 
ed. The decrease in machine deaths 
has been offset in most plants, he 
said, by the increase in non-machine 
deaths. The speaker called atten- 
tion to the over-ambitious workman 
who tries to do work in which he is 
inexperienced and also to the dan- 
ger of "horseplay." He told of in- 
stances where workmen had lost 
their lives trying to "show off." 


J. T. Doerfler, 
Kimberly mill 


manager, praised the displays and 
lauded members of the safety com- 
mittee and those who helped ar- 
range the exhibits in the clubhouse. 
The sides were lined with booths, 
decorated with safety slogans and 
showing dangerous practices in the 
plant. 


O. K. Hanneman, chairman of the 


council representatives and a mcm-

also commended the committee and 
others who helped in arranging the 
displays.

program should be started in the 
home and continued in the schools. 
The displays, he said, were graphic 
examples of what could happen if 
safety was not the first thought of 
every workman. 


Gives Officials' Attitude 


The management's 
attitude to- 


ward the program was given by H. 
G. Boon, general superintendent. 
Boon explained the company's de- 
partments for making every me- 
chanical safeguard a safety factor 
and how the members of the de- 
partment spent their time in plan- 
ning new safely ideas. Each work- 
man, he said, must have a safety 
factor ration nearly equal to that of 
the equipment. 


Boon divided the safety program 


into two phases—that of the work- 
man in connection with his own 
safety and also his regard to the 
safety of 
others. 
The 
company 


came under the second phase of the 
program and was doing its part, 
Boon said.

Safety Measures 
For Self Respect 


Heincniaiin Discusses Pen* 


sion System at Kim- 


• herly Conference 


Kimberly — Safety measures to 


"safeguard the self respect and in- 
dependence of our people" were 
urged by County Judge F. V. Heine- 
mann in an address at the banquet 
session closing the second annual 
Kimberly mill and community safe- 
ty conference 
at the 
Kimberly 


clubhouse Thursday evening. 


Discussing the problem of pension 


administration, Judge Heincmann 
suggested that the federal govern- 
ment stay out of relief. If it wishes 
to make an appropriation for relief, 
then let the appropriation be appor- 
tioned to the states in proportion 
to their population, he said. Then 
let the states keep out of it by send- 
ing the money to the communities 
where the problems arise and can 
best be administered. 


Explaining that pensions for the 


dependent children, aged and blind 
in Outagamie county total about 
$21,000 a month, the judge said he 
had no fault to find with such pen- 
sions. They are doing a lot of good 
in a collective way, accomplishing 
things with public aid that would 
otherwise have to be undertaken by 
communities and neighborhoods, he 
said. 


Now in Politics 


A pension system has been in op- 


eiation for about 15 years in this 
county, he said, and for 12 years it 
was administered by the county 
judge and one assistant. Now pen- 
sions are in politics, he said, and 
"that's what worries us." 


Pensions have been so advertised, 


he pointed out, that if an applica- 
tion is turned down the local ad- 
ministration is criticized, and if the 
pension is granted, the administra- 
tion is still criticized because the 
amount 
is not considered large 


enough. 


As an illustration of "the state of 


mind," the judge read a letter for an 
old age pension recipient in' which 
the man admitted that the $18 he 
received was sufficient for his needs 
but stated that someone had told 
him that he ought to be getting' 


more. As a result, he asked for an 
Increase to 120. but added that if 
he didn't get it it would be o. k. 


Explain* City Man 


Explaining the plan of the Apple- 


ton common council to provide re- 
lief 
tor families of men 
who 


wouldn't work but to send the work 
refusing-men to the county deten- 
tion camp, the judge expressed con- 
cern about people who stop taking 
care of themselves and demand that 
someone else take care of them. 


Measures should be taken to safe- 


guard the independence and self re- 
spect of the people, he maintained. 


At the opening of his address, 


Judge Heinemann recalled the con- 
struction of the Kimberly mill and 
lauded the village as a growing, ac- 
tive and energetic community. 


H. A. Klamm of the Wisconsin 


industrial commission praised the 
corporation and village for the safe- 
ty conferences and recalled that 
news of the first annual session last 
year spread rapidly in and out of 
the state. Since then, he said, in- 
quiries relative to such meetings 
have been received from 21 states. 


Suggests New Designs * 


Maintaining that nothing is as 


great as work to save lives and 
limbs. Klamm suggested that new 
designs be developed in the safety 
movement to maintain constant in- 
terest and that measures be taken to 
improve an already good record. 


At the opening of the banquet 


program. A. G. Briggs, superinten- 
dent of the Kimberly mill personnel 
department and chairman of the 
conference, introduced members of 
the safety committee and delega- 
tions from other Kimberly Clark 
mills. 


Dr. C. G. Maes, Kimberly. toast- 


master, lauded the spirit of "helping 
each other" that he said is apparent 
in the safety movement. 


J. T. Doerfler. Kimberly mill 


manager, spoke briefly in apprecia- 
tion for the work that made the 
conference possible. Later, F..A. 
Robinson, of the industrial relations 
department, announced that the 
structural department's safety booth 
had won first award and that sec- 
ond honors were divided by the ma- 
terials and the research and labor- 
atory booths. Music during the eve- 
ning was provided by the Kimberly 
Community band.

The ramp is also sufficiently large 
so that any project built by the 
students in the shop, such as a hay 
rack, wagon box, or other bulky 
farm necessity, can be taken out. 


The testing room just off the shop 


proper 
will be in operation 12 


months of the year. It will be made 


..available to farm students for use 


in the summer months to test milk 
from their own farms. 


The building and equipment are 


available to be used by every fam- 
ily, not alone those who have chil- 
dren in the school. 


Jt is planned that when clashes 


are resumed next fall, some courses 
in the use of the shop will be of- 
fered students who arc not enrolled 
m 
the agriculture setup. Such 


courses may include \\oodworking, 
general rnetal. mechanical drawing, 
electricity or automobile mechanics.

BANKER MITCHELL'S EXPERIENCE 


WITH COURTS AND JURIES 


The case of Banker Mitchell of New 


York was one of those events of such 


' strong public interest that the people are 


held by the grip of their concern until 


' they have a clear opportunity to see be- 


hind the curtain of our judicial proce- 
dure. 


Banker Mitchell headed the great Na- 


tional/City Bank. He was brought to trial 
several years ago on a criminal charge of 
income tax evasion. 


The facts at the trial were singularly 


- clear and undisputed. Mr. Mitchell had 
reported to the national government a 
sale of 18,300 shares of National City Bank 
stock to his wife at $212 a share which 
permitted him to suffer a loss of nearly 
$3,000,000 due to the shrinkage in the mar- 
ket value of that stock brought on by the 


' depression. The evidence showed that 


• Mrs. Mitchell did not have sufficient mon- 


ey to purchase such stock but issued her 
note to her husband for the price, and 
that at or about the time interest was 
due upon the note Mr. Mitchell presented 
his wife with a check as a gift, whereupon 


, she was able to pay him his due upon the 


note. At a later date Mr. Mitchell bought 
this stock back from his wife by merely 
having her assign it to him and cancel- 


•' ling the note. 


There was another criminal charge 


- against the banker in his failing to report 


^ -the receipts from his bank of a bonus in 


addition to his salary and this action was 
defended by Mr. Mitchell upon the ground 
that he had agreed to repay the bonus 
under certain circumstances .that might 
but did not arise. 


In the parlance of men understanding 


anything of the alleged affairs of the 


_ world the case was a lead pipe cinch. 


The banker had created some of the most 
flimsy pretexts to avoid the payment 
of a just due to the government. But 
the defense was something like Zintak's 
in Chicago: "I intended no wrong." And 
the jury, solemn-eyed at the great reversal 
in form that brought a multi-millionaire 
into the prisoner's dock, hastened to find 
the banker not guilty. Like the verdict 
in the Insull cases it added evidence to 
the old declaration that "You cannot con- 
vict a million dollars," and shook public 
confidence in the jury system severely. 


But although thc crintinal case was 


ended the affair was not over. Thc gov- 
ernment began suit against Mr. Mitchell 
for $728,000, the amount of taxes he had 
sought to avoid through his transfers and 
omissions. Thc case was finally brought 
to trial in the federal district court and 
resulted in a judgment against Mr. Mitch- 
ell He appealed to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals, ordinarily thc ultimate authori- 
ty, and that court has written an illu- 
minating opinion upon thc subject.

TRAINING FOR APOPLEXY 
None of the victims of apoplexy 


I can recall were of the plethoric, 
full-blooded, florid type that is 
popularly associated \vith apoplexy. 
On the contrary most of them were 
gaunt, somewhat pale and the rup- 
ture of a blood vessel in the bram 
was farthest from their worries— 
and their doctors'. After all, there is 
no sign by which,this accident can 
be foretold. It may happen to any- 
body whose arteries are sclerosed, 
when the heart is compensatonly 
enlarged (hypertrophy increase in 
muscle which is essential to pump 
the blood thru thc inelastice ar- 
teries). In these circumstances it 
may happen without exciting or con- 
tributing cause, altho certain excit- 
ing causes are well-known, for ex- 
ample alcoholic indulgence, violent 
emotion, any sudden or prolonged 
muscular exertion, and notoriously 
overeating. 


Overeating needs further discus- 


sion in relation to health in general 
as well as apoplexy. There is a com- 
mon notion that meat is especially 
harmful for one who is subject to 
arteriosclerosis, chronic Bright's dis- 
ease (nephritis) or. as the wiseacre 
layman assumes, just "high blood 
pressure"—which is as silly as it 
would be to attribute any disturb- 
ance of health to "leucocytosis" if 
a blood examination happened to re- 
veal an increase in thc number of 
white corpuscles.

known. Take pains to wash hands 
after applying it, before they un- 
consciously touch the eyes.

Had East 
held a club entry he would have 
clayed a low diamond on the first 
lead, meaning that 
he could 
be 


reached in the lower suit. club. 


The jack of diamonds made the 


defense easy. East won the 
first 


trump lead and gave West a dia- 
mond ruff. West then took the pre- 
caution of underplaying his heart 
ace on the assumption that declar- 
er might have no more than a sin- 
gleton heart. East cut up his king 
and led another diamond for the 
defeat,of'the contract. 


Without the use of the suit pref- 


erence signal West would have had 
a very difficult guess as to how- 
to reach his partner for a second 
diamond ruff.

"Right up to my chair, the solid 


mass of chanting natives advanced. 
Then the lines, one after another, 
broke into a run. 
with spears 


clenched as in the act of throwing, 
and war whoops ringing." 


Stanley finished his second jour- 


ney across Africa 
in 
December, 


18S9. reaching the island of Zan- 
zibar. ofT the eastern coast, two 
vcars and nine months after leav- 
ing the mouth of the Congo river. 
Etnin Pasha and several hundred 
of 
his 
followers were with him 


during the later part of his travels, 
and at length 
they 
all 
reached 


Egypt safety. 


Emin Pasha died in Africa three 


years later, after he had returned 
to central Africa and had crossed 
the Congo Free State. His death 
came as the result of a plot by 
slave traders who were angry 
because 
of 
his 
efforts 
to slop 


slavery in Africa. 


Stanley/ lived in 
England 
until 


his death in 1904. Late in his life 
he was honored by being made a 
British knight. 
On his tomb is an 


African name. "Bula Matari." This 
means "Breaker of Rocks." that is. 
"leaker of Roads." He did. indeed, 
do much to open pathways through 
central Africa.

Blonde Hair 
Needs Bland 
Shampoos

T is true that Hollywood has a 
great many blondes who made 
up their minds to make their 


hair a golden hue. It is also true 
that Hollywood has more "natural" 
blondes than most people imagine. 
And these have a way of thwarting 
Nature in her paradoxical, Indian- 
giver way of giving with one hand 
and taking with the next. 


Those graced by 
Nature with 


blonde or light hair know full well 
that as the years grow on one, the 
hair has a tendency to darken. 
They know full well the trials and 
tribulations of keeping light hair 
light. 


But it isn't an impossibility. 


- Kind Treatment Needed 


The blonde head, like the silver 


head, needs kind treatment to keep 
its color. Caustic soaps are taboo. 
Constant drying with artificial heat 
must be counteracted by special oil 
treatments. The marcel iron should 
not be used too frequently. Brush- 
ing is very important for it helps 
to stimulate the^circulation, keeps 
the scalp and hair free from dust 
and grime that tend to do a darken- 
ing act. 


Shampoos 
must be extremely 


bland. There are many specially- 
prepared shampoos on the market, 
shampoos that arc kind enough and 
have 
as their mission "keeping 


blonde or light hair light" 


Shampoos for blonde hair may be 


made at home from pure lemon 
soap shaved and allowed to simmer 
in warm water, then allowed to jell. 


In any case, do not use a bar of 


soap directly on the hair as it will 
leave a film that is difficult to re- 
move. Liquid or jelly shampoo (the 
latter reduced to a liquid or to suds 
in the palms of the hand) are pre- 
ferable to the cake. 


Now we come to the oft-repeated 


question, "How often to shampoo?" 
The answer is obviously. "As often 
as the hair needs it." If you arc 
blonde and live in a big city where 
soot and grime and dust are preva- 
lent, you probably need a shampoo 
at least once a week. Film stars 
frequently shampoo twice a week 
or oftener; but then they do give 
their hair a balanced treatment of 
massage and oil. 


Thorough rinsing is of utmost im- 


portance. The rinsing, to my mind, 
is even more important than the 
shampooing because unless every 
bit of soap curd is cut away the 
liair cannot be really clean. And to, 
retain its golden hue hair must bej 
scrupulously clean. To the last rins- i 
ing water the juice of one or two 
fair-siicd lemons may be added, 
left on for a few minutes, then 
sprayed away. Or. camomile tea 
leaves may be allowed-to seep in 
water and poured over the hair. Or 
one of the ready-prepared vegeta- 
ble rinses may be used. From the 
many movie stars to whom I have 
talked nbout blonde hair rinses, I 
conclude that the lowly lemon is 
quite a favorite.

Black; instead of bright yellow 


paint, will be used to mark the 
center line of highway* this year, 
William Hoenig. maintenance engi- 
neer of the state highway commis- 
sion, announced today. 


Bright yellow will be used only 


to mark danger zones, such as rail- 
road crossings and no-passing areas 
on curves and hills. 


A type of rapid curing black as- 


It was 
tried' out experimentally in March 
on Highway 30 in Dane county, and 
found to meet every need for cen- 
terline marking, Engineer Hoenig 
declared.

38 per cent of the soil was 
high. 34 per cent was medium, and 
only 28 per cent was low. Under the 
acid test, it was found that 47 per 
cent of the soil tested was very al- 
kaline or neutral, and the remaining 
53 per cent needed lime. County 
Agent Heffernan pointed out that 
not a single sample of soil tested | 
showed very strongly acid.

month, from $7.108.92 in March to

With the start of outdoor pro-

i City, Mo.—The stock mar 


net continues to be more bearish 
than business. Everywhere I go I get 
the same report on trade': "Much 
better than last May but not quite so 
good as at the turn of the year.' 
That is what nearly every merchant, 
farmer, banker, and newspaper man 
through tho north central states ha 
told me this past week. Apparently 
strikes, commodity price 
mark- 


downs, the stock market shake-out 
political fan-fare, and Europe have 
had some effect out here. But peo- 
ple in this section take a basically 
sound position on the business out- 
look. 


The average westerner feels that 


business and farm income, rather 
than Wall Street rule the stock mnr- 
ket in the long run. These folks 
know that the amount of business 
to_be done throughout the nation 
this year depends almost entirely on 
the farm situation. The grain out- 
look always is important, but this 
year doubly so. Another major crop 
failure would prick the prosperity 
balloon. But if there should be a 
"crop" out here this year, manufac- 
turers and wholesalers better start 
worrying now how to handle the 
rush of Fall business. Rarely does 
the farmer have the unusual com- 
bination of bumper harvests and 
higher prices, but the stage is all 
set this year! 


As I said last week. I am counting 


on the farmer to yank business out 
of its current tailspin. Carry-overs 
of all farm products are low. Prices 
are in a healthy position. 
Pastures 


are in fine shape. Cattle are in good 
condition. More acreage is 
being 


planted than a year ago. Rainfall has 
been heavier. In short. I am bullish 
en farm prospects in this section. 
However. I am no weather prophet. 
Hence, this forecast is subject to 
change if we should have another 
unusually dry summer. 


Business About Average 


I do not consider that 
business 


right now is as good here as in the 
South, Southwest, or 
Mountain 


States. But the gain over a year ago 
is roughly 10 to 15 per cent for the 
section. Illinois, Wisconsin, and Min- 
nesota are doing the best business, 
while the Dakotas still feel the ef- 
fects of the past three droughts se- 
verely. Chicago. 
Milwaukee, and 


Peoria have turned in the best city 
reports. The -whole picture, however. 
will improve this -autumn if "the 


crop comes throujh". 
This wction 


will then be the brightest spot on 
the map. National sales-managers 
should have their plans all set to 
launch real campaigns in this area 
around Labor Day. 


V/hllc this is primarily a farm aica 


big strides in industrial progress 
have taken place in the past decade. 
The decentralization of American 
industry is the major impetus in this 
trend. I feel that unionizing cam- 
paigns will bring many more branch 
plants out here. Wonderful railroad 
facilities, a great waterway system, 
'and an abundant supply of good la- 
bor arc an incentive to great corpo- 
rations to diversify their plants geo- 
graphically. For these reasons. I ex- 
pect to sec the "center" of American 
industrial life steadily marching 
westward and southward! 


Prices. Politics 


This current let-down in business 


is most noticeable in retail trade. 
Spring sales have not measured up 
to earlier expectations. The reasons 
for this are open to question. Per- 
sonally. I feel that one big factor is 
the mark-up in retail prices and 
heavy stockmg-up late last year. An- 
other is the continual nagging and 
scolding about politics. I am afraid 
that some businessmen are worry- 
ing too much about what is going on 
along Pennsylvania Avenue 
and 


overlooking too many profit oppor- 
tunities along Main Street. The Ad- 
ministration still has the confidence 
of the majority of 
the 
voters. 


There is no election until Novem- 
ber. 1938. Hence, there is no point 
in belly-aching about Washington 
all-day long. Forget politics and pay 
attention to your own business! 


Then, too, the labor question has 


upset industry. It is worried about 
how far labor leaders intend to go. 
Most manufacturers are in agree- 
ment with the President on living 
costs. They want to keep retail pric- 
es down. 
But every effort has been 


made to raise raw material prices 
and labor costs arc mounting rapid- 
ly. Hence, manufacturers have no al- 
ternative but to push up the price of 
their finished goods. Two and two 
do not make three! With the Ad- 
ministration cracking-down on high- 
er retail prices, businessmen dare 
not go ahead with expansion plans. I 
am told that big projects, which call 
for huge outlays in materials and la- 
bor, are being held up until the out- 
look clears again. 


Keep Tour Courage 


These factors, however, do not 


trouble me as much as the tremen- 
dous increase in the wage rates of 
building mechanics. 
Many people 


are postponing building because 
costs have gone up too fast. Labor 
rates have been raised to almost un- 
believable levels while hours have 
seen shortened. In one leading city, 
bricklayers have just marked their 
scale up to $13.20 and carpenters to 
$12.25 for a seven-hour day! Nothing 
will nip our building revival in the 
sud any quicker than such tactics. 
Svery advance in building wage 
costs gives the pre-fabricated house-
